Tie Hongkong Race Meeting of 
1882 will probably prove the most 
successful ever held in the Wong- 
nei-chong Valley. The prizes pro- 
’ miise to be more valuable than usual, 
and as the number of race-ponics 
entered: for. the various races will 
greatly exceed the competitors of 
any previous year, first-class sport, 
and close and exciting contests may 
confidently be anticipated. One 
great feature of the meeting will be 
the racing confined to the subserip- 
tion griffins. At the meeting of sub- 
scribers held on Friday last it was 
officially announced that no less than 
_ thirty-eight ponies had been sub- 
scribed for, a result which demon- 
strates in the plainest terms possible 
‘the great popularity of this system 
of racing with the-general—body of- 
our community. Having for several 
years, against powerful opposition, 
consistently advocated the adoption 
of the subscription movement as an 
annual factor in Hongkong racing, 
the satisfactory result of the preli- 
minaries for tlie ensuing season has 
proved exceptionally gratifying to 
ourselves personally. ‘There are ex- 
cellent reasons why this system ‘of 
racing with ponies obtained by sub- 
scription should be. viewed with so 
much favour in Hongkong, not only 
by genuine supporters and votaries 
ot the sport, but by the Stewards of 
the Races themselves. It will at 
once be admitted that first-class sport 
can only be looked for whén the 
- competition is of a genuine character, 
and the fields of competing racers 
are fairly numerous. In Shanghai 
where the Race Club is a popular in- 
’ stitution with almost as many mem- 
bers on the roll as there are foreign 
_regidents in this colony, and where 
racing is conducted and carried on 
under very different , circumstances, 
_-and_in-afarmorecosmépolitan and 
business-like fashion than our aa-. 
nual meetings, the subscription prin- 
"ciple is not necessary as large fields 
can, for well defined and all-sufficient 
reasons, .invariably be. relied upon. 
Almost every. foreigner in Shanghai 
keeps .a -pony of some sort, and as 
racers can be picked up frequently 
at very low prices at the numerous 
auction. i sales which are ‘annually 
. held in the settlement, tho luxury of 
investing in a: griffin on the off 
chance. of its turning ‘out to be 
worth something for racing is not an 


expensive one, and is indulged in by: 


horses require -six-months—training-- 


almost everybody who knows any- 

thing: of, or is‘at allinterested in, the 

sport. The Shanghai Race Club can 

therefore always depend upon nume- 

rous entries and large fields of eom- 

petitors. In Hongkong, however, 

there are only three or four sports- 

men who could be depended upon as 

supporters of the annual races con- 

ducted as of old.‘ Race-ponies of 

tried merit cost a large sum before’ 
they can be landed here, which is a 

sufficient explanation in itself, why, | 
without the subscription system, the 

racing would. be confined to three or 

four stables with the enevitable re- 

sult that the sport would prove, -as 

has always been the case under such 

circumstances, of an uninteresting 

and colourless character, 

In previous years active participa- 
tion in training has usually lasted 
from six weeks to two months. This 
season the interest.in our race meet- 
ing will extend from the beginning of 
November to the ond of February, a 
period of four months. “To all truc 
lovers of sport and to those who seck 
health from the bracing morning air 
as well as amusement. at the race- 
couse, this innovation will ‘be re- 
garded as a step in the right diree- 
tion. , As previously announced, it 
has been decided tu have the sub-’ 
scription griffins, thirty-eight in 
number, sent down from Shanghai 
about the middle of October, so that 
there ought to be a good show of 
racers on the spot’ when the course 
is formally opened for training pur- 
poses on November Ist. From the 
‘beginning -ef November up to the 
first day of the races, the amusement 
and sport associated with training 
operations should never cease. It is 
only those who have in previous 
wyears experienced the delights of an 
eatly morning drive or ride down to 
the Grand Stand, and a cup of 
“Taylor's ” luxurious mixture whilst | 
listening to the animated gossip | 
round the coffee-table, that will be | 
able to thoroughly appreciate the 
boon conferred by such a long spell 
of healthful recreation and amuse- 
ment. Afterour long, tedious, fati- 
guing, and Jepressing summer, the 
delights associated with the mornings 
at the Happy Valley give quite a new 
zest to life. 

The initiated are, of course, aware 
that nothing in.the shape of gallop- 
ing or severe work willbe attempted 
with the griffins until about the 
middle of December. English race- 


to get them into racing condition, | 
and nearly all their work is either 
cantering or atthe gallop. China 
ponies, on the other hand, can be got 
cherry ripe, if in fair healthy condi- 
tion to start with, in about six weeks 
or two months at the outside, and 
most of the work must be’ prepara- 
tory, that is, trotting, to harden the 
muscles,. Although constitutionally 
hardier than Hnelish racers, China 
ponies lack the high bred courage 
which enables the horse to be gallop- 
ed in perfect safety day after day for 
‘months together. Our-hardy race- 
ponies will. stand a smart gallop 
about twice a week on an average, 
but anything greatly in excess of 
that’ amount of.fast work ‘will soon 
take the resolution out of them and 
render them. stale and useless. The 
subscription griffins can, however; be 
safely trotted and slowly cantered 
with advantage as soon as, they have 
undergone .a course of physic ;- and 
with regular, quiet work, and. plenty 
good provenday they ought to be in 
excellent..condition. for_a thorough: 
preparation, and should turn out of 
far higher catébre and in much better 
trim for racing than has ever. pre- 
viously been the case in former years. 
The ‘usual annual meeting: of sub- 
seribers to the Race Fund will be 
held shortly, when no doubt some 
information as to the general arran- 
gements for the races will be forth-. 
coming. In the meantime, if some 
slight attention could be paid to the: 
state of the race-course, a good deal 
of growling and dissatisfaction during 
actaal training would be obviated.
